most recent: Series - Roman numeral and two letters (plus a six-

An indication should be given of the presence of additional Soviet 
troops in an area even if identification data is lacking. If OB for 
a given area is complete, please indicate. 

2. Report military movements and maneuvers. Indicate units involved, 
direction and date of movement. List amounts of each type of heavy 
or medium equipment observed, based on attached pictures. 

3. Soviet Army or MVD actions against the UPA are of high interest. 

Pull details of all such actions, including unit numbers, equipment, 
tactics, dates and locations, and casualties are desired. 

4. Changes in Soviet table of organization or equipment should be reported. 
Any scrap of information on new Soviet equipment is of value; the 
fullest possible details should be given. 

5. Report the classes and dates of conscription for the Soviet armed 
forces. The number of draftees from each rayon is of interest, if 
available. To what points are they sent? 



6, Report the classes and dates of discharges from the Soviet armed forces. 
What was the length of service for privates and for noncommissioned 
officers for each branch of service - army, navy, air force? 



7. Is any training conducted for Reserve personnel? If so, who is 

called-up for such training? What is the duration of the training? 
Where does it take place? How often is training repeated?

Most of the following "questions" concern trends in Soviet policy, in the 
execution of policy, and in the local or popular reaction to such changes 
as take place. They are designed for periodic reporting over the next 
eighteen months, for reporting which concerns data noted within the 
previous thirty to ninety days, in most cases, and, finally, on the 
assumption that succinct replies, using the language given here, will be 
sufficient without further discussion or explanation. It is further 
assumed that each reply will be specific as to the area concerned, for 
example, a specific rayon, a city, or the entire Western Ukraine. 

1. What is the announced Soviet policy on increased or decreased concessions 
to the individual kolkhoznik, and what is the actual policy in operation? 
What is the popular interpretation? What is your interpretation? 

2. Is there an increase or decrease in the proportion of native Ukrainians 
to non-Ukrainians in the oblast Party organs, the rayon Party organs, 
the MTS cells, and the MVW and/or Militia? 

3* Who receives preference of appointment as nachalniki kolkhozy, 

nachalniki sovkhozy, nachalniki MTS, and in the otdeleniya of the rayon 
soviets - the specialists or technicians on one hand or the apparatchiki 
on the other? 



4. Is there more or less effort in Soviet propaganda to appeal to Ukrainian 
national sentiments or to appeal to sentiment as "Soviets". 

5. Are there more kolkhozy or the same number, compared to last year? 

Are there mergers of kolkhozy? 

6. Is there an increase or decrease in MVD surveillance over the Ukrainian 
population in the cities and on the kolkhozy? 

7. What is the extent of the appearance of amnestied persons, by rayon? 

8. Was the first popular reaction to the change in regime following 
Stalin* s death that it was good or bad news? What was the later popular 
reaction, based on other changes which followed? 

9. Was the first popular reaction to the purge of Beriya that it was good 
or bad news? What was the later popular reaction? 



10. What is the popular reaction to Soviet anti-United States propaganda 
blasts as of the date of report? 
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Attached is a list of oblast Party Secretaries in the Western Ukraine 
and a list of persons prominent in the administration of agriculture 
in the Ukraine. Information is desired on their careers; personal 
connections to Soviet leaders, known or alleged; the popular feeling 
toward them, including sentiment at time of promotion or purge; any 
informed opinion on reasons for their reassignment. Similar informa- 
tion is also desired on members of the Ukrainian Party Bureau, Party 
Secretaries, and Deputy Chairmen of the Ukrainian Council of Ministers.
